There were some dozen or 
more members of the chapter at 
Champion and several members of 
the order from different parts of the 
district. Addresses by the official 
visitors and their welcome by local 
officials made up a program of spec¬ 
ial interest that added pleasures to a 
splendid banquet*. 

The continuous fine weather has 
permitted uninterrupted work on the 
land with the results that threshing 
is completed and seeding, at this writ 
ing is about ninety per cent, in and 
will be completed this week. The 
earlier plantings are already coming 
through in many instances and the 
germination and growth promises to 
he strong and rapid owing to the 
great moisture in the ground and the 
warm sunny days. Some predictions 
are that this year will be a repitition 
of 1920, when the season was back¬ 
ward, seeding starting about May 
10th, and a big crop was harvested.

Into the wilderness wastes and the 
crowded city tenements, into the froz¬ 
en north and the torrid jungle, is j 
carried the peace time solace of the 
Red Cross. Enlisted under its ban¬ 
ner are the youth of the world, keep¬ 
ing bright its torch, first lighted by 
Henri Dunant, the Franco-Swiss. 

On May 8, 1828, one hundred years 
ago, Henri Dunant was bom in Gen¬ 
eva. In 1859, it was his lot, as a 
spectator, to view the terrible battle 
of Solferino, in which the allied for¬ 
ces of It^Jy ani^ France struggled 
against Austria. The battle lasted 
fifteen hours, on a hot June day, and 
the plains of Lombardy were dyed 
with the blood of 40,000 dead and 
wounded. No neutral provision had 
heen made for medical officers, with 
the result that the doctors and at¬ 
tendants of the fleeing Austrians fled 
with their countrymen, while the pur¬ 
suing allies carried almost all their 
surgeons along in their company, 
leaving the dead and wounded tram¬ 
pled and forsaken upon the plains. ! 

After the battle, Dunant, tom with 
compassion at the spectacle before 
him, besought the services of the wo- j 
men of neighboring towns, to assu- , 
age the lot of the sufferers. He 
struck a new note in ms labor of 
mercy. Regavdless of nationality, he 
ministered to all alike, recognizing j 
no distinction between friend and foe. 

Time had no power to minimize the 
horrors spread before him in this bat¬ 
tle. In 1862, he published a little 
book “Souvenir of Solferino,” pictur¬ 
ing the needless waste and suffering 
incident upon warfare. The domin¬ 
ating purpose of his appeal, was the 
organization of permanent societies 
of volunteers in all civilized countries 
which, in time of war, would render 
succor to the wounded without dis¬ 
tinction of nationality. 

The b ook was read throughout the 
world. ^Its power so seized the minds 
of all trnit in 1863, an International 
Conference representative of four¬ 
teen mttions was held at Geneva, to 
discus/the inefficiency of medical aid 
on the battle field. In 1864, the first 
Geneva Convention provided for the 
neutrality of military hospitals and 
ambulances, adopting the Red Cross 
as the distinctive emblem in tribute 
to the flag of Switzerland. In 1906, 
the Geneva Convention was amended, 
its terms extending to naval warfare, 
with practically every nationality ac¬ 
ceding .to it. 

While Hunri Dunant’s mission was 
primarily with the wounded in battle 
yet his cry, has lit in mankind, a spir¬ 
it of compassion for all suffering, 
which refuses to. die with the cessa¬ 
tion of war. So strong had this Red 
Cross influence become after the 
Great W r ar, that, in 1919, various na- ! 
tions founded the International 
League of Red Cross Societies. The 
purpose of the League is to keep ac¬ 
tive in the world a peace time spirit 
of service. And throughout all lands,! 
the Red Cross, supported by eager 
voluntary contribution is flamingly 
alive. Relief is-rushed to famine ar¬ 
eas, to isolated districts. It’s minis¬ 
tering hand is extended to the weak 
and unfortunate. Hospitals have been 
established at far off points where 
the sign of the Red Cross spells sal¬ 
vation. Knowledge is spread for the 
prevention of diseases, and the better 
control of health conditions. The 
children of the world march under its 
banner gaining instruction in whole¬ 
some living and practising that desire 
for service, which emanates from the 
great founder,- Henri Dunant. His 
spirit is multiplied a thousand fold. 
No longer is the Red Cross merely 
tlie alleviation of the horrors of war. 
It is a healer in peace. 

PASSING OF BABY CARRIAGES 

Manufacturers of baby carriages 
are complaining that the demand for 
their product has declined materially. 
Two reasons are suggested: one, that 
there are not so many babies, and the 
other, that the automobile has made 
it less needful to wheel out the baby 
ni his own vehicle. There may be 
another reason. There are fewer safe 
places in which to wheel a baby car¬ 
riage than in former days. Though a 
city baby might enjoy being in the 
park, the perils on the way there 
might act to deter from the effort. 
It would be a rash person who would 
risk the baby’s life by wheeling it 
along a highway. A baby carriage 
would stand a poor show in a con¬ 
flict with an automobile. Possibly 
baby carriage manufacturers are the 
victims of altered traffic conditions 
rather than that their plight is due to 
fewer babies. Babies are our best 
crop and we cannot as a people be 
prosperous unless the output is ample. 
Though baby carriages may be su¬ 
perseded there is no substitute for a 
baby. It would be alarmipg indeed 
were the slackening of demand for 
carriages to indicate failure of the 
I imhy crop. 

Something else that seems to be out 
of kilter in China is somebody’s ther¬ 
mometer. An item says ice cream has 
been introduced in that country for 
the first time and that it was “warmly 
received.”

Evans Spring Survey Shows Less 
Land Prepared in Alberta This 
Spring Over Last Year 

Progress in seeding operations is 
reported in the crop summary issued 
on May 2 by the W. Sanford Evans 
Statistical Bureau of Winnipeg. The 
prepared land in Alberta is said 
to be 621,000 acres less than was 
ready for crop last spring. The sum¬ 
mary for the west follows: 

From April 28, operations rapidly 
become general over the prairies and 
while some districts had done little 
seeding' up to May 1, practically all 
report good progress in plowing, etc. 
In Manitoba, crop districts 1, 2, 3, 7 
and 8, individual points show as high 
as 85 per cent, wheat seeded, while 
very few report less than 50 per cent. 
In the other crop districts activity 
is most general in no. 10. The season 
opened with 3,613,000 acres ready for 
drilling, as compared to 3,076,000 
acres last year. In Saskatchewan, 
more wheat has been sown in crop 
district No. 3 than elsewhere, the 
high points being La Fleche with 50 
per cent., Kincaid 25 per cent., Ben- 
gough 20 per cent., Cadilac 30 per 
cent., and Swift Current 30 per cent. 
In other crop districts seeding is just 
nicely started with No. 4, 8 ,and 9 
having the least done to date. Sas¬ 
katchewan started with 9,026,000 
acres ready, as compared with 8,020, 
000 acres ready, as compared with 
8,020,000 acres last year. Southern 
Alberta crop district 1, 2, 3, and 4 
report considerable plowing, seeding 
and threshing, with farmers general¬ 
ly well satisfied with the outlook and 
much better prepared to carry out 
their spring operations than has been 
the case for many years. Machine 
companies state that exceptionally 
large numbers of 33-rowed seeders 
capable of drilling from 40 to 50 
acres per day have been sold in Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta. In Northern 
Alberta comparatively little work has 
been done, with the exception of a 
few points between Vermilion and 
Vegreville. Peace River district re¬ 
ports seeding as started. The pre¬ 
pared land in Alberta is less by 621,- 
000 acres than the amount ready last 
year, this being due to the fact that 
fall plowing only amounted to 60,000 
acres last fall as compared to 1,000,- 
000 acres in the preceding year. - 

THE CLOSE OF THE SESSION 

The session of parliament now 
drawing to a close has not been very 
eventful. The new leader of the Con¬ 
servative opposition did not display 
much militancy, but that was, no 
doubt, by studied choice. He has one 
or two clashes with the Premier and 
with some of the Ministers, tnlt, on 
the whole, his course was iiT direct 
contrast with that of his predecessor. 
From this time forward he may be 
expected to adopt more beligerent 
tactics. The government has en¬ 
countered no real opposition from 
the Progressives who are so divided 
among themselves that a united front 
is . impossible. The government 
comes out of parliament, bearing no 
marks indicative of a fray.

Heads All Canada 
with Oil Output 

With Royalite No. 8 well producing 
1,356 barrels of crude naptha in sev¬ 
en days, and Dalhousie No. 1 deliv¬ 
ering nearly 7,000 barrels of crude I 
naptha to the pipe line to Calgary, 
the value of oil taken from thirteen 
producing wells in Turner Valley dur¬ 
ing the month of April was substan¬ 
tially increased compared with the 
month of March. 

The total production of crude oil 
and naptha for April was 37,724 bar¬ 
rels, proving Alberta has the greatest 
oilfield in Canada. 

Total crude naptha production was 
increased by nearly 6,000 barrels, and 
value of all producton was greater 
by about $25,000, the^^al figure for 
the month being more than $145,000, 
compared with about $120,000 in 
March. These figures showing the 
value are based on crude naptha at 
$3.95 per barrel, and light crude oil 
at $3.00 per barrel. 

The total amount of crude naptha 
delivered through the pipe line to 
Calgary during April was 33,790 bar¬ 
rels, according to figures given to the 
press by the Imperial Oil Co. In 
March, the total crude naptha was 
27,866 barrels. 

During the seven days that Royal¬ 
ite No. 8 produced in April, 1,355 bar 
rels were delivered, a daily average 
of 193 barrels. Dalhousie No. 1 yield 
ed 6,957 barrels for the month, a dai¬ 
ly average of 232 barrels. The 
amounts of oil delivered to Calgary 
from the various wells were as fol¬ 
lows:

Interesting Article About Colonel 
Lindbergh and How He Has Amas¬ 
sed a Fortune. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, still 
under 27, has already amassed his 
first million. The tow-headed boy, 
who began his climb to fame and for¬ 
tune in a mail plane at $200 and 
something a month, has earned more 
in a year than most people accumu¬ 
late in a lifetime. All this he has ac- 
icomplished without in any way for¬ 
saking the calling that made him one 
of the world’s greatest heroes, and 
much mote in movie royalties have 
been refused. 

HarassfiiL^rtniost to distraction by 
‘hasopttme manufacturers, inventors, 
and operators, who have offered mil¬ 
lions to have him sit their own 
desk he also persisted in his deter¬ 
mination never to capitalize his name 
for purely personal financial gain. 
“Lindy” has put all his legs in one 
cockpit and then given his undivided 
attention to keeping that ship on an 
even keel—and the -money has rolled 
in. 

Despite his longing for obscurity, 
he has never been able to rid himself 
of the Midas touch thrust upon him 
by Paris last May. He has run away 
J from more millions than anyone in 
| history. But he has not been ablq to 
j remain as humble in the records of 
'the income tax division of the treas- 
i ury department as in his own dash- 
| ing spirit.” 

Most of Lindbergh’s fortune, which 
has congealed about him at the aver¬ 
age rate of $100,000 a month since 
his Paris flight, falls upon the head 
of “earned income”—which means 
woilc for pay at the controls of the 
“Spirit of St. Louis.” About $300,000 
has come from his writings. Two ser¬ 
ies of daily flight narratives, one 
from Europe and one from Central 
America, have netted approximately 
$150,000 from a newspaper syndicate. 

“We,” the autobiography of the son 
of a former Congressman, has been 
a best seller for months. Royalties 
have already amounted to close to 
$200,000 with publishers predicting a 
million sales before the present year 
is out. As an author, Lindy earned 
more last year than Sinclair Lewis 
and William Cather combined. As a 
director of the Guggenheim Founda¬ 
tion for Promotion of Aeronautics,

The families 
too—the merely human families of 
these dog enthusiasts — they also 
miglit contribute tales of a steady 
diet of oatmeal porridge, because por 
ridge is so good for pups; of a haunt¬ 
ing, unceasing odor of mutton—broth 
(advised in dog' books) and simmer¬ 
ing dog meat; of friends estranged 
through the pup’s fanatic passion for 
overshoes and caps. 

How truly spoke that wise woman 
who asserted that if she oould only 
present' her sport-loving spouse with 
an occasional bird dog, instead of the 
recurring baby, she would acquire 
much more merit in his sight. 

Consider a man—a dog man—can 
he tell off hand the shade of his cur¬ 
rent baby’s hair? Rarely. Does he 
know that baby’s fine points? No. 
But his pup is something different.-’ 
The very hairs of its hide are num¬ 
bered, and its lines, from tip to tail, 
float ever before his vision. 

Why should a man blush to be 
caught with “Holt’s Care and Feed¬ 
ing of Infants” in his hand—or is he 
ever thus caught? Yet brazenly he 
flaunts before the world his cherished 
volumes on the Care and Training of 
Pups. Rarely do we find men home in 
mid-morning to gaze on the child of 
his producings, and he would be 
scorned for such an act. Yet it is a 
common place to find busy men, 
snatching on' hour to gaze upon the 
ineffable features of a new setter pup 
And this adoration does not stop with 
the dumb creature himself. A simi¬ 
lar tribute is paid to his mother. Men 
stand in bunches to ofTer oblation to 
her maternal qualities. Is the same 
spirit lavished on the human mother? 
Well is it? Does one find them 
grouped round the mother of five or 
ten strapping children, worshipping 
her—rushing to pay her homage? 
Not ever, at any rate not at dances or 
any place where a little admiration 
counts. Quite the contrary. 

While men are fascinating crea¬ 
tures, with strange material, yearn¬ 
ings, they are nevertheless inconsist¬ 
ent. Yet one forgives them much, 
for they suffer much. They expect 
such grand returns for all their la¬ 
bors. They sacrifice sleep, time, the 
goodwill of their families over these 
animals—only to find after months of 
labor ■ that the brute is gun shy, a 
confirmed rabbit-chaser or some such 
tragedy. They see in him the climax 
of perfection, only to run on a jjudge 
who sees nothing but imperfections. 
The grieved look on the face of a man 
whose dog cops off nothing, is a sight 
to wring the heart. A mother whose 
Infant has lost out at a baby show, 
has at least the right to express her¬ 
self. But a man must smile and be a 
sport. He has it rough. — The Times 
High River.

The C.P.R. gross earnings for the 
first three months of this year show 
an increase of $3,864,778, and #net 
earnings an increase of $1,651,672 ov¬ 
er the same period in 1927, according 
‘o statements of' President E. W. 
Beatty at the annual meeting of 
shareholders in Montreal on Wednes¬ 
day. 

The distribution of a carload of 
25,000 pounds of sweet clover seed 
j has been completed among beet grow 
fers in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince by the Canadian Sugar Company 
of Raymond. ' This is a feature of the 
program of the company to encour¬ 
age crop rotations, and diversified 
farming and to maintain the fertility 
of the soil in the beet growing dis¬ 
tricts^ 

The sign-up for beet acreage has 
been very encouraging according to 
the general manager of the Canadian 
Sugar Factories. A total of 5,0(f0 
acres has been contracted for and an¬ 
other 2,500 acres is expected from 
the campaign still under way. Six¬ 
teen hundred bags of tested sugar 
beet seed fr^ji Germany and Hollan 
have been brought in to take care 
1928 requirements.

The United Church of Canada re¬ 
ports an increase of 37,000 members 
in two years. 

Big Bill Haywood, former leader of 
the I. W. W.’s who was deported to 
Russia years ago and who expressed 
lesire to return to America, suffer¬ 
ed a paraletic stroke recently. 

How could Wellington explain to a 
young civilian lawyer why he fought 
the battle of Tolouse after the Allies 
had declared peace following the de¬ 
bacle at Leipsig. 

Actual sales of Canadian Pacific 
Railway farm lands for the first 
three months of the year have been 
double those of the corresponding 
period of 1927. Enquiries for farm 
lands generally have increased in the 
same proportion. 

Construction of the first unit of a 
big power plant in the Estevan coal 
field is announced by the Montreal 
Engineering Company—a $750,000 
project which will represent the first 
actual development of power in Sas¬ 
katchewan by a central generating 
station for distribution over a wide 
territory. 

A survey will be made this year 
for a Canadian air mail route be¬ 
tween Montreal anji Winnipeg. This 
will consist of determining the best 
routes and locating landing fields. 
Recent announcement of four air 
mail contracts between points in East 
ern Canada forecast more extensive 
operations along this line at an early 
date. 

The Vancouver Province quotes the 
following remark made by Mr. John 
Walter, proprietor • of the London 
Times, during his visit to the Coast: 
‘Children are reading the newspap¬ 
ers much more carefully than did 
their fathers and we, whose life work 
lies in newspaper offices, have a hea¬ 
vy responsibility in the influence we 
xert over our young readers.” 

Some 32 municipalities in Saskatch 
wan are in process of eliminating all 
grade sires and establishing them¬ 
selves as purebred sire areas under 
the Act in force in that province. It 
has been estimated that if all the 
calves in Saskatchewan were sired by 
good purebred bulls it would add 
$15,000,000 to the value of the cattle 
in the province. 

Prof. Frank Schlesinger, director of 
Yale University Observatory, doubts 
if inhabitants of this earth will ever 
get into radio communication with 
the citizens of Mars. He believes 
Mars is inhabited and concedes that 
the Martians may have a civilization 
superior to our own. There is no need 
for controversy. He may be right or 
he may be wrong. 

It is reported that J. J. Westaway 
and Company of Hamilton, Ontario, 
textile engineers, have surveyed the 
western field with a view to locating 
a woollen mill in Edmonton, and in¬ 
corporation for such a mill has been 
applied for under the name of the 
Western Canada Woollen Mills Limi¬ 
ted. It is expected that the mill will 
be in operation by September 1st and 
that around 100 persons will be em¬ 
ployed. 

Work on the completion of the 
new highway into the north country 
is to he commenced at once and will 
be pushed forward as rapidly as con¬ 
ditions will permit during the spring 
and summer, state Hon. 0. L. MePher 
son and J. D. Robertson, minister and 
deputy minister of public works, who 
have just returned from a trip of in¬ 
spection along the northern road. A 
working crew has already made camp 
in the Lesser Slave Lake region 
where a considerable amount of clear¬ 
ing is to he done for the new road, 
and it is hoped that weather condi¬ 
tions will allow the work to he com¬ 
pleted early in the season. 

Confidence in Alberta and especial¬ 
ly the Raymond district by men of 20 
years' experience farming was shown 
by the big land deal made at Ray¬ 
mond recently when Wilford (“Bid¬ 
dy”) Meldrum, star basketball player 
of the famous “Jacks,” and his bro¬ 
ther, Parley, both successful farmers, 
purchased a whole section of farming 
land, known as section 4, which joins 
Raymond townsite on the south. The 
amount of money involved in the big 
deal exceeded $30,000—being $50 an 
acre. The purchase was made from 
the Knight Sugar Company owners of 
the land. This section is considered 
among the choicest pieces of wheat- 
producing land in this district.

According to report a large Cali¬ 
fornia poultry and egg firm is consid¬ 
ering establishing on holdings near 
Edmonton and investing $250,000 in 
a plant. 

With the exception of Ontario, Brit 
ish Columbia^ has a. mineral produc¬ 
tion practically as great as all the 
rest of Canada put together, accord 
ing to a provincial report, in 1927 a 
record volume of ore was treated, to¬ 
talling 5,000,000 tons and the value of 
the mineral production was $62,142,- 
340. 

Complete high school education will 
be carried to every doorstep of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Correspondence cour¬ 
ses will be sent out from the Depart¬ 
ment of Education at Virtoria to 
reach all children who are unable to 
attend secondary schools. In ten 
years public school attendance in 
British Columbia has jumped from 
65,000 to 105,000, and in high schools 
from 4,800 to 12,900. 

The company of fur farmers at 
Edgewat that took over the bottom 
lands in that neighborhood, will con¬ 
trol over 200 square miles of marsh 
and bottom land well suited for theij- 
purpose. The land is the natural ha¬ 
bitat of the beaver and muskrat. An 
extensive system of policing the pre¬ 
serves, coupled with artificial feeding 
has done much to increase the num¬ 
ber of animals on the preserve.
